WASHINGTON, Sept. Exclusive 
Dispatch.}| With atmospheric condi- 
tions perfect, Orville Wright sailed his 
newest afroplan. a mile and a half 
ut the rate of thirty miles an hour this 
furenoon, over .the cavalry parade 
sround at Fort Myer. 

In an effort to alight he pulled the 
wrong lever, the nose of the machine 
shot suddeniy downward when ently 
ten feet above earth and crashed 
against the ground, smashing one of 
its skids to pieces. 

“It was all my fauit.” he said. “She 
Was acting beautifully and If had de- 
cided that it was about time t@ bring 
her down.

LONDON, Sept. 23.—It was learned 
today that the British government is 
holding aloof from Mulai Hafid, the 
new Sultan of Morocco, for the pres- 
ent, but it proposes to recognize him 
in due time. British officialdom is ir-

Yet 
yesterday in Phoenix was held a con- 
ference of about sixty gentlemen, rep- 
resenting three divergent § interests 
concerning the grazing grounds of the 
Southwest. The meeting Was at the 
invitation of Albert F. Potter, assist- 
ant ferester, in charge of the branch 
of grazing. Present were representa- 
tives of the Northern Arizona Wool 
Growers’ Association, of the Territo- 
fial Cattle Growers’ Association, and 
of the Salt River Valley Water Users’ 
Association, yet the meeting was ami- 
cable throughout. Mr. Potter plainly 
stated that the desire of the govern- 
ment is that the range shall be intel- 
ligently used, but that stringent aec- 
tion will be taken wherever it is found 
that grazing is injuring any portion 
of the range. The available range will 
he divided between the cattle 
sheep interests in manner deemed 
most equitable. In Arigona, ff has 
latter!y been found that the Forestry 
Service has had a little trouble wit 
steckmen., Most of the fires that have 
occurred in the forested areas have 
been due to the carelessness of camp- 
ers Mr. Potter will leave in a few 
days for an investigation of the water- 
shed of Salt River, accompanied by 
Engineer W. A. Farish of the Recla- 
mation Service, and by several cattle- 
men, sheepmen and farmers.

This 
time, and two of the men 
simply wilted away. You know, in 
this country you can't die of sun- 
stroke—that would he too much of a 
blessing!—-but you just pant and die 
by inches, of sheer exhaustion. The 
two men crawled under the shady 
side of the auto and all but collapsed. 
That's the~- way rt heat affects 
you. It simply makes you dry up into 
a grease spot—and after that you don't 
care what happens. ‘ 

“Now, Mr. Montgomery didn't wear 
shoes with nails in ‘em. so he can't 
tell how that feels. He had on 
stitched shoes, he tells me. But the 
other men had nails in their shoes, 
and it wasn’t long before each man 
began feeling terrific quivers of heat 
on the soles of his feet, along the line 
of the shoe nails, which acted as a 
sort. of conductor to shoot the fearful 
heat up, till it was like some new 
form of torture. We danced arouna 
on one leg and then on the other, and 
laboriously kept up our road building. 
Sometimes, the car didn't go eighty 
feet in half an hour, and again we 
had a bit of a spurt. 

“We didn’t do a thing but drink 
water, water, all afternoon, and by 
the time we got to Stove Pipe Springs 
we didn’t have a drop left of our 
three gallons. At this part of Death 
Valley we are 154 to 200 feet below sea 
level. and our heads went wobbly with 
the terrific heat which poured over us 
like blasts from a flery furnace. There 
was not a breath of air blowing, and 
we all nearly died before we got 
through.”

FORMER RECOR 


Nearly Five Hundred Embrye 
Teachers This Year, Yet Only Seven 
New Male Students Apply for the 
Course—Prof. Miller Telis of Great 
Demand for Pedagogues. 


The largest attendance in the his- 
tory of the Los Angeles State Nor- 
mal Schoo! is reported by Prof. Loye 
Holmes Miller, who during the ab- 
sence of President Jesse F. Millspaugh 
is one of a committee of three to 
look after school affairs. The other 
two members are Everett Shepardson, 
chairman of the committee, and Prof. 
Lewis M. Terman. President Mills- 
paugh is confined to his home at 
Hollywood, by illness, but will be on 
duty in a short time. He is#in con- 
stant communication with the school. 

For purposes of comparison, show- 
ing the growth of the school, Prof. 
Miller referred to the enrollment a 
year ago. in the first week of Sep- 
tember, placing it at 366 pupils, of 
whom 147 were newcomers. This wear, 
the enroliment is 470, of whom 222 are 
new pupils. 

The list this year ineludes only 
fourteen men, seven of whom entered 
this present term. Asked why there 
were so few men in the State training 
school for teachers, Prof. Miller said: 

“Because there are more induce- 
ments for male teachers to take High 
School positions, when qualified to 
each. Our graduates are eligible for 
common school and grammar grades, 
only.” 

“Ie it not true,.Prof. Miller, that the 
demand for male teachers, in Califor- 
nia exceed« the visible supply?” 

“It most certainly does, Lut men are 


net so attracted, proportionately, to 
grammar grade work, that is below 
the High School, as are women; but 


our men graduates are sought for 
principalships, and in this particular, 
at least, the supply does not begin 
to equal the demand.

IVE OKLAHOMA ROPE ENOUGH. 
When President Roosevelt signed the order 
admitting Oklahoma to Statehood he thought an 
explanation, if not an apology, was due to the Amer- 
ican people. He was emphatic in his condemnation 
of the constitution under which the new State 
sought admission. Mr. Roosevelt's excuse for 
finally giving his “O.K." was that the people of 
Oklahoma wanted the constitution as they had 
adopted it. 
Then and since able lawyers, whose specialty ‘s 
constitutional law, have stated their opinion to be 
that the constitution of the State of Oklahoma is 
not in accord with the Constitution of the United 
States; in some respects the Oklahoma instrument 


‘is more like a code of laws than an organic law. 


The merest details are made part of the constitu- 
tion. The whole trend of the instrument is as far 
as possible away from representative government 
and toward direct legislation and direct execution 
of the law. This, in the main, is why constitutional 
lawyers hold the document does not guarantee the 
people of the State “a republican form of govern- 
ment,” as the organic law of the nation demands. 

Although the President did not say so, he prob- 
ably had in mind the fact that this freak constitu- 
tion could be attacked in the Federal courts as to 
any features that contravene the Constitution of the 
United States, and that this course was sure to be 
followed. Whether this was in Mr. Roosevelt's 
mind or not, that is what will be done, and with this 
certainty in view, it was a good thing to let Okla- 
homa lead in the settling of these questions. These 
revolutionary notions have spread farther than 
Oklahoma, and these provisions of the constitution 
of that State have been adopted in other States, 
and the adoption of them is agitated in many States. 

An Oklahoma law forbids any corporation to ap- 
peal any case from the State courts. to the Federal 
courts. But laws of Congress, which are held to be 
constitutional, guarantee this very right to . car- 
porations and to persons under certain conditions. 
The State law is plainly in conflict with these na- 
tional laws. The Legislature of the new State has 
passed a bill “nine feet” long to regulate the keep- 
ing of hotels. One provision is that a rope must be 
kept in every room in aji hotels as a fire escape. 
This law levies a tax of 30 cents a room on al! ho- 
tels to pay an examiner, whose business it is to 
see that the rope is in all the rooms. Both these 
laws are to be attacked and the cases carried to the 
Supreme~*Court of the United States. 

Litigation is likely to be a flourishing business 
and the law a great profession in the newest-born 
State in the Union. There are scores of laws like 
these which are so minute and so burdensome on 
the people. For that is where it falls at last. If 
trains are stopped at the State lines, it is the people 
who will suffer most. If burdensome details are 
imposed on hotels, it is the patrons of these places 
whose shoulders must bear the load. These freak 
laws are sure to be carried to the court of last ap- 
peal, where a final opinion will be had. When this 
is done, we shall all know whether this government 
is to be according to the model of the Constitution 
and according to the traditions of 130 years, or if 
a representative republic is to give place to mob- 
Populism. 


OROCCO IMBROGLIO. 

The main thing about Morocco is that the sit- 
uation is very much clouded and not likely to clear 
up immediately. It is also important to remember 
that our interests there are confined to keeping the 
door open to our commerce and that we have nothing 
to do with policing the country or its ports, and will 
not take any part in settling the internal troubles 
of the country. The Moors shall decide what Sultan 
they will have for themselves. Another point is 
that the noise in France is probably out of pro- 
portion to the warrant of facts, and that while the 
Kaiser may throw out a feeler touching the Sul- 
tanate, he is likely to go very slowly in any steps 
whose ultimate goal would be a war with France, 
sure to embroil all Europe. 

“France has been playing a game marked by a 
good deal of precipitation in Morocco, and Germany 
has been carefully watching events, doing all pos- 
sible in an astute manner to embarrass France 
without compromising Germany. 

France’s interest in Morocco is most intimate. 


Algeria lies alongside, and the troubles in Morocco. 


have been a very grave menace to French interests, 
as Algeria is largely Moorish and Mohammedan in 
population. German interests are great in present 
value, but only of the same kind as those of England 
or the United States. Trade is all Germany desires 


_ in North Africa. If an opening came for the Kaiser 


to convert Morocco into a German dependency, he 
would not miss the opportunity, but he is too shrewd 
to dream of that. National jealousies would never 
permit it. 

France was hot for a free hand in dealing with 
Morocco, probably in hope that some understanding 
might be reached with Great Britain by which the 
Sultanate might become to France what Algeria 15. 
Germany made no great fight against the arrange- 
ment made at Algeciras, probably foreseeing better 
than did France the difficulties the republic was 
taking to itself. But from the time the convention 
at Algeciras broke up Germany has done all possible 
to keep France busy in Africa. The French peopie 
have become very much divided in their views as to 
policy. Morocco is costing France much in money 
and in men. The French in Morocco tied up their 
interests with those of the de jure and de facto Sul- 
tan, Abd-el-Aziz; and Germany made common 
cause, in a quiet way, with the Sultan's half-brother, 
Mulai Hafid. The Moors in the interior despise 
the Sultan because of his half-hearted interest in 
the religion of the country, and his subserviency to 
French interests. He is not a full-half Moor, nor a 
full-half Mohammedan. Mulai affects-the savage fa- 
naticism of the true Moor and true follower of the 
prophet. E] Aziz has had to depend on French sup- 
port. The people are with Hafid. The de jure Sul- 
tan is worsted and Mulai is apparently de facto 
Sultan. France has lost, and Germany won, as 
the matter now stands. 

( The Kaiser is in a hurry to cash in his winnings, 
as is natural in such games, for the cards change 
greatly at each shuffle. He may expect to win his 
bluff, but we hardly think he has such a hope. The 
game is not played out yet, and Germany is prob- 
ably just bidding on her hand. The proposition cer- 
tainly strengthens the cause of the insurrectionists 
in Morocco, puts greater embarrassment on tne 
shoulders of the French, stirs up that portion of 
the French people who are already opposed to what 
the government is doing in Africa, and-in all ways 
strengthens the position of Germany in Moroeco, 
whether Mulai is recognized by the powers or not, 
Of course, a radical change in the situation, arising 


from a victory of the combined forces of France and 


Fl Aziz over the rebels, would change al! this. But 
such an event is not likely. 

All the world seems bent on drawing the United 
States into the whirlpool of its vexed policies. 
Whether this comes from a desire to lure us »side 
with this interest or that, or is an outgrowth of 
misapprehension of our spirit, is not always clear. 
At home here the sentiment of the past has not 
greatly changed. Washington's words of wisdom in 
advising us to keep out of “entangling alliances” 
are not forgotten, and have not become dead letters. 
Their wisdom is as supreme today as it was 100 
years ago. At the Algeciras conference the Amer- 
icans sat as mere spectators, with a lively interest 
in proceedings, rather than as participants. The 
Europeans were allowed to thrash out the various 
propositions, and we were satisfied any way, pro- 
vi our rights to seek trade in Morocco were rec- 
ognized in all the conclusions arrived at. 

We of the United States shail be in no great hurry

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to recognize any particular Sultan. We shali ac- 


cept the situation as we find it, and do business with | 
the de facto atuthorities as they evist. leaving the | 


regulation of, all interna! affairs in the §ultanat 
severely. alane, to be setiled by the Moors as they 
may or will. It is not probable that our govern- 
ment wil] -take any part in the contention between 
France amd Germany as to the recognition of any 
government in Morocco. * 

We are exceedingly fortunate in having at the 
head of the State Department a man of the broad 
grasp of Mr. Root. He is in close touch with alb the 
courts of Europe. He is thoroughly American in 
his sentiments, and we may depend on him to take 
wise .action in all these questions, however vexed 
they may become from the European point of view. 


HE FARMER’S HAPPY LOT. 

Last year the toils of the American farmer 
were rewarded with harvests whose total value in 
money amounted to $7,000,000,000. This year will 
probably show a larger value for the combined 
harvests. 

The government estimates of the wheat crop 
(spring and winter) put the figure at 672,000,000 
bushels, 28,000,000 more than last year. The wheat 
crops are all out of harm’s way. ; 

The corn crop of this year is estimated at 2,666,- 


| 294,000 bushels, 73,974,000 more than last season’s. 


There will probably be in the country 870,000,000 
bushels of oats, 156,000,000 bushels of barley ind 
30,000,000 bushels of rye. 

An early estimate set the cotton crop down at 
13,000,000 bales, but this may be 1,000,000 bales too 
high. 

The hay crop will be somewhere about 64,500,000 
tons, again a larger figure than last year’s. 

Prices are high for all these products of the soil. 
Chicago wheat for immediate delivery is going close 
to the $1 point; corn is up to 80 cents; oats to 50 
cents. 

Wheat has sold down to 75 cents frequently, and 
it is not hard to remember the time when corn and 
oats were not worth over 25 cents on the farms or 
at near-by depots. 

The large crop of cotton in sight makes easy 
prices for this product, the New York quotation be- 
ing about 8% to 8% cents. 

The prospects all point to the farmers of the 
country getting more than $7,000,000,000 for the 
crops of this year. 

Here is the basis of all prosperity. This money 
is very -widely distributed. The movement of these 
immense crops indicates plenty of work for the 
railroads. The farmers who get this money will 
spend it for products of mills and factories. 

Daily from all points come reports of spreading 
prosperity. This happy condition must go on until 
it covers the whole country, rans swift as a mill- 
race and deep as a. river.

| WORLD'S GOLD AND SILVER. 


BY WALTER J. BALLARD. 

From 
produced 139,351,012 fine ounces of gold, of ‘the 
value of $2,880,635,300, and 1,674,193,500 fine 
ounces of silver, of the commercial value of $1,472,- 
696,300. Of the gold output, California contributed 
$1,472,000,000 worth’in the years 1850 to 1906. 

In 1906 caluendar year, gold to the value of 
$186,748,794 and silver to the coining value of 
$18,927,533 were received at the mints and assay 
offices of the United States. 

The coinage of the American mints in 1906 cal- 
endar year for domestic use numbered 190,135,922 
pieces, of the value of $92,335,041. In the past gen- 
eration (thirty-three years) the domestic coinage

Imports of gold are making Germany rich. They 
amounted in value in 1906 to $241,001,467, an ex- 
cess of $219,015,153 over the empire’s gold exports. 
Great Britain’s excess imports of gold only 
amounted to $21,998,887. Our excess was $108.- 
870,222. 

London sent to India, China and the Straits Set- 
tlements $76,000,000 worth of silver in 1906, an in- 
crease of £35,000.000 over 1905. 

India imports silver te the value of about $50,- 
000,000 each year. . 

The stock of gold and silver in the United States 
amounts in value to about $2,500,000,000, of 
which about two-thirds is gold and one-third silver. 

The world produced 19,866,550 fine ounces of gold 
in 1906, of the value of $400,342,100, toward ich 
the United States contributed $94,773,000 worth. 
The world increase over 1905 was 1,097,854 fine 
ounces, valued at $22,694,400. The United States 
furnished $6,193,100 of this amount. Africa, the 
United States and Mexico supplied increases, 
and Australasia, Russia and Canada suffered the 
decreases. 

The world’s product of silver in 1906 was 165,- 
754,843 fine ounces, the commercial value of which 
was $112,197,800, a decrease from 1905 of 3,833,906 
fine ounces. The largest decreases were by Mexico, 
Argentina and Germany, and the largest increases 
by Canada, Australasia, Peru and the United 
States. 

In forty-six years the world has produced $7,651,- 
749,200 worth of gold, and $4,090,108,900 worth
